During 
World War II, while associated with the Office of Strategic Services 
(OSS), he allegedly figas linked with a Bumanian girl who had questionable, 
morals and who allegedly had been involved in espionage activity +-JWe 
also know that he is a close associate of Joe AZsoj??] During hisf&l 
employment with CIA, we have had infrequent dealings with Wisner , and 
outwardly he has been friendly and cooperative . It is believed that 
this attitude ha s ..existed primarily because of Wisner*s strong respec t 
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
